A STRINGENT MONEY MARKET. 


Bankers Frightened by the Fxport of Gold— 
Heavy Decline in Stocks. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Monoy in the Stock Ex- 
change continues stringent to-day, and 10 per 
cent per an um was paid by the majority of 
borrowers for the use of money until Monday. 
Some of the banks called in loans early, and 
intimated to their friends that it 
could not be helped. The situ- 
ation was aggravated later by the 


announcement of the withdrawal of $500,000 
more gold by August Belmont & Co., making 
$1,500,000 taken dy them this week for ship- 
ment to Europe. This export move caused 
considerable surprise, as the rates of sterling 
exchange are far below tbe gold shipping 
point, but Belmont & Co. explain it by stating 
that the gold is shipped to Rothschild in order 
to assist in fulfilling a contract 
made with the Brazilian Government. 
In addition to Belmont's shipment, 
commercial houses have shipped Soc, 000 in 

old to Rio and other South American points. 

These combined influences caused general 
fears of a money panic,and the calling of 
loans in many cases forced holders to throw 
over their stocks. In consequence, prices de- 
clined rapidly, Sugar Trusts falling from 91% 
to 83%, cotton-seed from 454% to dle, and 
Chicago Gas trom 58% to 55. The Trust stocks 
were by far the greatest sufferers, but the en- 
tire listshared in the decline, and Atchison 
fell to 2952, the lowest price ever touched, 

Later a better feeling prevailed, and by 2 
o’clock the weak stocks had recovered a por- 
tion of their losses, and the general list had 
advanced to small fractions above the open- 
ing figures. Ata 3:15 the market was quict, 
but firm. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Railway Association. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 4.—The full text of the 
ruling ot the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the case of the Interstate Commerce 
Railway Association against the Aiton, where- 
by the right of a railroad association to prose- 
cute as such a suit or complaint against a rail - 
road company is denied on the ground that 
it has no legal standing in court and could not 
be recognized as an individual or corpora- 


tion, has been submitted to the members of 
the association by Chairman Walker for their 
information. It appears that Commissioner 
Bragg was the only member of the commission 
who dissented from the 1 read by Judge 
Cooley. Mr. Bragg said in part 
»My opinion is that under! sec. 18 of the act 
to regulate commerce, the ‘Interstate Com- 
merce Railway Association is one of the asso- 
clations mentiongd in that section of the law, 
and I failto see that we cannot investi ate 
every matter involved in this complaint or 
outside of it with the Interstate Commerce 
Rallway Association as a party complainant, 
just as much. so as it vs had all the carriers 
composing that association before us. 
Chairman Walker of the Rallway® Associa- 
tion, who until recentiy a member of the 
Interstate COmmission, says of the ruling: **I 
am more than surprised that any question has 
been made in respect to the 
rights of this association se, 
to present this complaint and I have

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A FATAL DEFENSE. 


The Parden of John Lawrence, a Life Con- 
vict in Maine. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-D raren. 

Banoor, Me., Oct. 4.—The pardon of John 
W. Lawrence, a life convict at the State Pris- 
on, granted last Saturday by the Governor 
and Council, completes the record of one of 
the most peouliar cases in the criminal an- 
nals of Maine. Lawrence shot and killed his 
mistress, Mrs. Eimira Atwood, on the 2d of 
January, 1870, ata house in the outskirts off 
Bangor. He bad previously accused her o 


being unfaithful to him, and on the night of 
the date mentioned wenttothe house where 
she was stop r“ and, in a ut of drunker rage, 
fred the fa shot. After committing the 
crime Lawrence returned to hisroomin Main 
street and attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat. His knife was dull but he succeeded 
in making a gash that came within a hair’s 
breadth of finishing him. He bled fearfully 
but was discovered in time for the doctors to 
save his life and a month later he was tried 
for his crime. That session of the Supreme 
Judicial Court was moticabie for the number 
of legal luminaries who took part in its pro- 
ceedings. Chas. P. Stetson, one of the most 
brilliant 9 in Maine, was County Attor- 
ney, and Wm. P. Frey was Attorney-General, 
A. Knowles aA ex-dudge John F. Godfrey, 
famous as a historian, appeared for 
the defense of Lawrence, and the learned 
Judge, Edward Kent, then nearing the close 
of an illustrious career, presided. It was 
known that Lawrence had received a sun- 
stroke while in the army down South aud that 
bis midd had become somewhat unbalanced 
in consequence, and on the strength of this 
his counsel set up the plea of insanity, declar- 
ing that the prisoner must either be acquitted 
upon that ground or convicied of murder in 
the first degree. It was also known that Law- 
rence was drunk when he committed the 
orime, and for that reason the prosecution were 
willing to accept a verdict of mansiaugbter,but 
the defense demanded one or the other of 
two extremes—ap acguittalon the ground of 
insanity, or a conviction of murder ia the 
first degree, never for a moment thinking the 
jury wonid agree tothe latter. But the law- 
vers were mistaken. The jury took no stock 
in the insanity plea, and were not long in 
returning a verdict upon which the Judge was 
obliged to sentence the prisoner to Thomaston 
for life. It was asad mistake for the defense 
to pursue such a course; they risked everything 
and lost. Had they deen satisfied with a 
verdict of manslaughter, and had their client 
receive the fullest penaiy of the law the 
unfortunate man would have been out of 
prison eleven years ago 
In view of the wrong defense and unjust 
verdict which condemned Lawrence to prison 
for life, Gen. Henry L. Mitehell, an able law- 
er, who is the present City Solicitor of 
angor, began six years ago a determined 
effort to secure his pardon. After many dis- 
ante and rebuffs from Governors 
like Granger and Robie, Gen. Mitchell has at 
last succeeded in getting a Governor and 
council to listen to his arguments, and as a 
resuft John Lawrence willin a few days bid 
Thomaston Prison farewell. He is now 62 
years old, and somewhat broken down by his 
nineteen years behind the bars. His pension 
money, which bas been accumulating all this 
time, now amounts to about $2,000, so that he 
can pay Gen. Mitchell pretty ‘well and still 
have enough left to carry him to the Pacific 
2 where be intends to pass the rest of his 
ays.

Two Doses of Bad Meat Served at 
One Breakfast to the 
Soldier - Boys. 


The Kitehen Sergeant Refused to Obey the 
Orders and Insisted on the Company 
Eating Tainted Beef—It Is Admitted 
That a Little More Considerate Treat+ 
ment Would Deerease the Number of 
Recruite—The Recruit Reporter Answers 
a Summont to Testify as to His Expose 
in the  Post-Dispatch’’—To6-Day’s Sés- 


sion. 


Lieut, L. B. Hunt is in command of ons of 
the companies at the Barracks. He Was ex- 
amined yesterday afternoon. Lieut. Hunt let 
the bars down for a little real intor mation to 
aét through. He complained that the meat 
for the recruits was not of the best 
and said that recently the officer of the day 
had Deen Ordered to inspect tue meat before 
ite reception. 

He was asked his Opinion as to the cause of 
the large numbet of desertions from the Bar- 
racks, but could give no reason satisfactory 
to himself or the court. Mauy men, he said, 
went up to the city, got drunk, and when 
they became sober, knowing that they had 
been absent without leave, resolved to stay 
away. 

Col. Lawton asked him it the recruits were 
instracted that until they were absent ten 
days they were not classed ae deserters. The 
witness did not know whether they were or 
not. One man who had deen absent but 
three or four days was tried for desertion and 
convicted. The War Department remitted 
the sentence on the ground that the evidence 
was insufficient. 

Lieut. Hunt was asked if he thought the ra- 
tions issued to the men were sufficient. He 
said he didnot. The ration of bread was not 
sufficient, nor wasthatof meat. The meat 
issued was salt pork, which was not au ac- 
ceptable food. 

The Barracks Adjutant, 

LIBUT. GEORGE A. 6ANDS, 
who is in command of the body of mechanics 
and recruiting officers known as the depot de- 
tachment, was examined. The Lieutenant 
knew of but one case of gambling in his com- 
pany. Sergt. Hester, he had been told, rana 


bank forthe men. Hester has been reduced 
and transferred to & regiment. At one time 
the Lieutenant had a complaint from a col- 
ored man, who said Corporal Campfield 
had abused him. The complaint could not 
be substantiated as the Corporal denied the 
charge, and there were no witnesses.

On one occasion 
the rice for supper was burned. 
On another occasion the hash 
for breakfast soured, because the 
supply of ice had given out, and none could 
be obtained. On one occasion & man com- 
lained that he could not get his breakfast. 

t was ascertained that the kitchen sergeant 
had been drinking. He Wasrelieyed. A cor- 
poral wh@ abused the men was reduced to the 
ranks by the Lieutenant. 

He was asked whether the men and non- 
commissioned officers ate the same food and 
said there were some differences during the 
time he was in command. The meat for the 
non comes was cooked separately and served 
differently. The non-coms were given butter 
every day While the men had butter twice a 
week. All the butter was purchased from a 
company fund, which is created from savings 
from the food issued by the Government for 
sustetiance of the men. The beef 
complained of by Lieut. Boughton 
was very poor in quality. Every 
day st inspection the officer of the day would 
insist on better meat. The fault was in the 
low price which the Government had con- 
tracted for the meat. The price was . 79 per 
hundred, a price but little above the costof 
cettle on ‘thé hoof. One day the meat was excep- 
tionally poor, but it had to be accepted be-

FORSYTHE, 
the acting Quartermaster, was examined to- 
day on the subject of the laundry.

Found in the River at an Early 
Hour This Morning. 


A Gaping Gash in the Throat Bx. 
tending From Har to Har Tells 
How He Died. 


A Kaifé Thrust in the Neck. and Bruises on 
the Head Indicate That Murder Was 
Committed—The Police Eagerly Accept 
the Theory of Suicide—iIn a Fit of Jeal- 
ousy He Left His Wife and Child and His 
Whereabouts Were Unknown Until His 
Body Was Found—His Widow Tells a 
Pitaful Story — He Was Last Seen on 
Wednesday Driving on Poplar Street 
With au Unknown Man—Thereé Is a Mys- 
tery in It, 


ENRY STRAUCH’S 
body was found float - 
ing in the river at the 
foot of East Grand 
avenue early this 
morning. The throt 
was cut from ear to 
éar, and the head and 
face covered with ter- 
0 rible bruises. The 
oa 1 body had the appear- 
‘anes of having been 
in the water several 
days. It was removed 
to the Morgue and ine police set about to in 
vestigate the mystery sgrrounding the finding 
of the body. Some circumstances point to 
murder. 

The body is that of a middle- aged German 
apparently about forty years of age. He was 
5 feet 11 imches tall, welghed 160 pounds 
and was dressed in a suit ot a dark material | 
with white shirt and lace shoes. The hair | 
was long and of a dark color, while the 
straggling mustache was sandy. 

The wounds were of a terrible nature. 
Acroas the throat, stretching almost from ear 
to ear, was agaping wound whose clean-cut 
edges demonstrated that the injury had 
been inflicted with some sharp in- 
strument. In the center of this 
wound was another and deeper one; a stab 
which had penetrated the windpipe and which 
was undoubtedly the immediate cause of 
death. On the forehead, the left cheek, left 
temple and behind the left ear were a series of 
discolorations inflicted, possibly, by some 
heavy blunt instrument. As far as could be 
learned in a hasty examination, the skull was 
not fractured.

MEXICAN MATTERS, 


A Great Financial Scheme Covering the 
Republic’s Consolidated Debt. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 4.—A proposition bas 
been made for the consolidation of two ofthe 
banks here into a great state bank which is to 
have a capital of $100,000,000, and which will 
buy up the consolidated debt of the country 
and hold it as a basis for note circulation. 
European bankers are to furnish the money 
needed to carry the gigantic plan through. It 


is learned that the plan is not regarded favor 
ably by the banks to which the proposition 
has been made, but the scheme may now 
take another form, for in some sbape or 
other a plan will be carried out for 
reducing the interest obligations of 
this country by consolidating all its 
debts. The credit of the country stands hich, 
the revenues of the government are steadily 
increasing and the most influential classes in 
Mexico are en 2 in business undertakings 
of various kinds. In a word, they are attend- 
ing strictly to practical affairs, t, as is prob- 
able, the entire indebtedness of the conntry, 
including the railway subventions coming due 
in the next twelve years, and all — 
forms of indebtedness should be consolidate 
in a gold loan of 3200, pars > 3.

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THE BOTTOM BLOWN OUT. 


WRECK OF THE STEAMBOAT CARONA NEAR 
BAYOU SARA. 


The Boilers Explode and the Steamer Sinks 
in Mid-Stream—Cause ofthe Explosion a 
Mystery—About Thirty Lives Lost—The 
Survivors Rescued by the Steamer City of 
St. Louis—The Killed and Missing. 


ATON ROUGE, La., 
Oct. 4.—The boilers 
of the pretty little 
steamer Carona 
blew up sixteen 
miles below Bayou 
Saran at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning 
and about thirty 
lives were lost. 
The cause of the 
explosion is a mys- 
tery. Capt. Swee- 
ny, one of the 
party that was 
saved, said he lad 
been down In the engine room just before the 
explosion and the gauge registered only 135 
pounds. The boat had only a small cargo 
and was in excellent shape. A few minutes 
before 10 0’clock she whistled tothe City of 
St. Louis, which was bebind in her wake, 
and started to run to one side of 
the main channel when the explosion 
occurred. The vottom of the boat was blown 
out ahd she sank immediately. The cabin 
was torn in two and large sections of it 
floated down-stream, carrying a number of 
the passengers and crew.
